Wherrv said in a floor speech 


that he will vote against the bill 
unless the so-called peril amend- 
ments sponsored by Republicans is 
adopted.

May Send Tax 
Statements 


Out at Least 15 
Days Before Time 
Of Delinquency 


Under a law recently passed by 


the Missouri Legislature, provis- 
ion has been made, where tax 
statements can now be sent by the 
county collector in counties of 
third and fourth class. Pettis is a 
third class county. 


The law states that the state- 


ments shall be mailed to the ad- 
dress ol tax payers shown by the 
county assessor on tax books, and 
the same shall be mailed at least 
15 days prior to delinquent date, 
which is January 1, 1950. 


Miss Hazel Palmer, county col- 


lector, said her office would use 
every possible means to get the 
statements mailed out from her 
office during the month of No- 
vember. 


Miss Palmer said in the event 


that a tax payer should not re- 
ceive such notice, he is not re- 
lieved from the payment of his 
taxes. Many persons may have 
purchased real estate after the 
assessment was made on January 
1, 1949, and that person's name 
would not appear on the 1949 tax 
book to be delivered to Miss Pal- 
mer's office for collection or for 
other reasons beyond her control 
on which to base the sending oi 
a tax statement. 
Method Beneficial 
Miss Palmer said she has hoped 


ever since being in office, that 
such provision could be made lor 
tax statements to be mailed to 
all tax payers, and has worked to- 
ward that end with the State 
Collector's Association. 


This new law will be quite a 


benefit to the taxpayers for he 
can check taxes and see that all 
his property is covered, or he 
may discover that property he 
has sold and upon which 
the 


purchaser was to pay the 1949 tax 
has been charged to him under 
the January assessment, giving 
him an opportunity to inform the 
new owner of property about the 
matter. 
Also this way, he can 


check the total amount of taxes 
and just mail the check in'with 
statements and not have to ap- 
pear at the tax 
office, 
where 


usually a long line is formed. 


There has been no such pro- 


vision lor tax statements to be 
mailed by the city, according to 
Paul Alpert, city collector. Both 
city and county taxes are due anc 
payable, November 1.

Throwng Rocks at Robeson 
Didn't Help Freedom's Cause

In a confused affair like the recent disgraceful 


riot at Peekskill, N. Y., it is not easy to assign 
blame precisely. 


Certainly the local and state police were not 


adequate to the occasion. They did not anti- 
cipate the heavy barrage of rocks and stones 
hurled from behind trees by self-styled vigi- 
lantes and tough teen-agers at departing fol- 
lowers of Paul Hobeson, the Negro singer, 
after his concert was over. 


One wonders, too, what was the exact role 


played, by the ''civilian security guards" brought 
onto the scene to protect the 15,000 concert- 
goers. 
Police say they found a large assort- 


ment of weapons in the cars of Robeson's fol- 
lowers. Whether these were used in the later 
melee is not clear; but if the police statement 
is accurate it suggests the pro-Robeson people 
were not themselves without some belligerent 
intent. 


On the other hand, several solid facts stand 


out in accusation of the groups which appeared 
in opposition to Communist Robeson and his 
supporters. 
Altogether some 145 people re- 


ceived medical treatment 
after the uprising 


and most were said to be on the Robeson side. 
Fortunately, only a handful were severely hurt. 
But bus company reports establish that 50 of the 
150 buses used to transport the concertgoers 
were damaged, with broken windows and wind- 
shields, the main result. 
Many private cars 


suffered similarly and some (were overturned. 


To deplore this violence is automatic. But it 


isn't enough. 
We have to realize that the 


people responsible for this ugly episode were 
acting in the name of "Americanism" against 
Communism, a force all good Americans op- 
pose as destructive of their freedoms. 


But to the adults who threw rocks or over- 


turned cars at Peekskill in the "defense of their 
country," any decent citizen must say: "The 
United States neither needs nor wants such 
defense from you. 
It can hold its liberties 


without ever throwing a single rock at a peace- 
ful meeting." 


To the teen-agers who indulged in this same 


shameful attack, the good American can only 
say: "I feel terribly sorry for you. 
Perhaps 


your parents are to blame 'for not giving you 
a better understanding of what freedom in this 
country means. America stands for many things, 
tough boys. But none has anything to do with 
rock-throwing or cat-calling." 


To both young and old among the rock- 


throwers, the nation must say: 


"You have disgraced, not helped your countiy. 


You have played right smack into the hands 
of the Communists, who love to be martyrs, to 
show their wounds as proof of the wickedness 
of the capitalist world. 


"Until you can learn the essence of liberty 


in both thought and action you deserve to re- 
main on the sidelines in American life. You 
ought really to be the last to be called for the 
real defense of your country should it be in 
peril." 


What Has Congress Done? 


On Labor day President Truman defended 


the present 81st Congress as having passed 
"many important measures for the good of the 
people." 
He suggested that it was just the 


reverse of the "do nothing" Republican 80th 
Congress, which he assailed with such telling 
effect in 1948 campaign. 


Many reporters and commentators have al- 


ready said much about the activities of the 81st 
Congress. They are in almost unanimous agree- 
ment that one needs a magnifying glass to de- 
tect its ''achievements." 


In the social welfare field—heart of the pre- 


sident's Fair Deal — this Congress has approved 
just two measures, a rent control law of dubious 
merit and a comprehensive housing program. 
The latter was a bipartisan affair in the Senate. 


The best answer to Mr. Truman's patent ex- 


aggeration is the spectacle of Congress itself— 
still officially camped in Washington trying to 
decide what to do next.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 14 — The British are 


boiling mad at the secretary of the treasury 
John Snyder for the iron-fisted way he is run- 
ning the Washington financial conference. One 
British delegate has complained privately that 
Snyder is treating them as if they were privates 
of the Missouri national guard and he a colonel 
in Battery D. 


Meanwhile, the French government is not at 


all happy at the way France was excluded from 
the American-British financial talks. France is 
the most powerful friendly nation on the Euro- 
pean continent and her money and economy is 
just as tied up with Britain's as is ours — pos- 
sibly more so. 
Wallgren or Harriman?

Another Air Junket 
At the time Maj. Gen. Harry Vaughan was

Practical Job in Giving of 
, 


Emergency Aid to Britain

That seems to be a business-like and practical 


job the American-British-Canadian conference 
at Washington has done by way of giving emer- 
gency aid to John Bull's economic crisis. 


It's more than just an economic remedy. It 


gives a real lift to the moral of a very hard- 
pressed England and to the numerous other 
countries whose welfares are interlocked with 
hers. 


The agreements were worked out with due 


regard' to the dignity of Britain, and to the 
bonds of friendship. 


Undoubtedly the aid would have been arrang- 


ed had no other nation than Britain been con- 
cerned. But quite apart from the proposition 
of helping a staunch war-time ally it was very 
clear that an international catastrophe would 
be precipitated if she were allowed to collapse. 
As Canadian Finance Minister Douglas Abbott 
put it: 


"We go up or down together." 
The task of the conferees in this initial 


meeting related to Britain's shortage of dollars. 
She is earning far less dollars than she has to 
spend for essential imports. This shortage had 
to be made up, and the conference devised a 
ten point program to meet requirements. The 
agreements include these: 


The United States and Canada are expected 


to buy more tin and rubber from Britain for 
stock piling. Britain will be permitted to spend 
Marshall Plan dollars in countries other than 
the United States, such as the purchase of wheat 
in Canada although America has an exportable 
surplus. Britain will be free to discriminate 
against U. S. and Canadian goods to build up 
her non-dollar imports, and so conserve dollars. 


On the face of it, of course, England will be 


benefiting in some cases at the expense of 
America. The answer to this is that Uncle Sam's 
contribution is an investment for insurance 
against a greater calamity. 


Sir Stafford Cripps, British Chancellor of the 


Exchequer, says he is convinced the agreement 
will block .any further dangerous drains on 
Britain's gold reserve. This optimism appeared 
to be reflected in the fact that Secretary of 
State Acheson and British Foreign Secretary 
Bevin immediately set to work,to devise new 
moves by the western powers in the cold war 
with the Russian bloc. 


However, I don't believe we should take this 


as indicating that Britain's economic problem 
has been solved. It is first aid. 


England's economic strength has rested in 


large degree in her industrial greatness and 
world trade. 


The vast industrial development of other 


countries during the past generation—greatly 
speeded by two world wars—has upset Britain's 
economic apple-cart. She may solve this by 
carrying out her plan of developing her poten- 
tially rich colonies. 


However, such development isn't an overnight 


job. It will represent a long, hard pull. Naturally 
this may mean that Britain, like numerous other 
countries, meantime will experience a continu- 
ation of considerable austerity in her way of 
life. 


One problem which the Washington Coi-fer- 


ence didn't tackle was the possible devaluation 
of the British pound sterling to bring it more 
into line with what American officials con- 
sider its real buying power in dollars. Britain 
has strongly opposed such devaluation. How- 
ever, the board of governors of the multi- 
billion dollar international monetary fund, meet- 
ing in Washington, have before them a report 
advising dollar-short countries to devalue their 
curriencies. if necessary, TO boost their dollar 
earning exports. 
* 


Thus Britain, and some other European coun- 


tries, are likely to have to face this issue shortly.

Brittle Bones Often Traced to 
Various Kind s of Diseases

Some people are more likely to 


break their bones than others. 
Of course, thL is sometimes caus- 
ed by clumsiness or to a rather 
vague condition which is called 
"accident proneness." In other 
cases, however, there is something 
in the bones themselves which 
make them more easily break- 
able. 


Any disease which weakens the 


bone structure will lead to easier 
breaking. This includes various 
kinds of tumors of the bone and 
such diseases as osteomyelitis, 
which is an infection of the bony 
tissue. Many of these diseases of 
bone can be treated very satisfac- 
torily by modern methods of sur- 
gery. 


In addition to strictly bone dis- 


eases of such kinds, there are 
some rather rare conditions which 
attack the bone and which may 
make them brittle and easy to 
break. One of these is known as 
osteitis fibrosa cystica. This con- 
dition can be either localized to a 
single bone or it can involve a 
number of different ones. 
Weakens the Bone 


It causes the calcium which 


makes bone hard to be withdrawn 
and the development of a cyst or 
sac-like area or areas. Wherever 
such sac-like areas are located, 
the bone is naturally less strong 


and resistant to strain than nor- 
mal bone would be. 


These are a few of the condi- 


tions which are sometimes called 
brittle bones: anyone who sus- 
tains a broken bone from what 
appears to be only a minor injury 
should have a thorough examina- 
tion in order to make sure that 
some general disease or disease of 
the bones is riot responsible. Many 
of these can be cured but in a few 
cases there is nothing which can 
be done to lessen the likelihood of 
new bone fractures except great 
care in avoiding injuiy.
